Clev ela nd by a long high bridge. About 
150 emp loy es of the Born Steel Range 
co mpa ny , blo cked a car on the bridge 
a nd dragged the motormau and con­ 
ducto r from their p osts, inflicting with 
tiieir lists and other weap ons, injuries 
more pa inful thau serious. 
Soldiers ou 
guard at the barn, about half a mile 
» wa y , hurried to the scene, but the 
no ters ha d takeu refuge iu the factory , 
whit h sta nds uuder the ap p roach to the 
bridge.

A nxik came near 
hitting him.

I'he vigilance of the guards while 
day light aided them p revented trouble 
of a serious nature. Prep arations for 
niassineerings at various p oints were 
made during the day .

Oue re­ 
p orted auother engagement with bau- 
lits ill Cebu lu which the Americau 
force was victorious.

“ Following from Cebu today : Bau- 
iTits ill the Cebu mouutaius are robbing 
and imp ressing the p eop le of the coast 
towus. Ou Monday Lieuteuaut Moore, 
with a detachment of the Tweuty -third 
infantry , while scouting in the mouut­ 
aius, was fired up on from a strougly 
fortified p osition. 
One p rivate was 
killed, name not given. 
No other cas­ 
ualties. The enemy ’s loss was five ban­ 
dits killed aud seven cap tured.’’ 
Another referred to the organization 
of the voluuteer regiments iu the Phil­ 
ip p ines, as toliows: 
“ Bell has enlisted about 500 men. 
Wallace, still south, has about 400. 
Iiockett now is enlistiug and has over 
400 ap p lications, which are coming iu 
I’ap idly . Might raise here an additional 
regiment, exclusively volunteers.’’ 
Colouel Bell is in command of the 
Thirty -sixth infantry , and Colouel Wal­ 
lace of the Twenty -seventh. Colouel 
Lockett is iu commaud of a cavalry 
regimeut which is to be raised iu the 
Philip p iues. 
The third disp atch said: 
“ The storm has abated. The Sher- 
mau has coaled aud leaves today with 
all the troop s of Califoruia. The Graut 
is beiug coaled aud leaves iu about four 
day s with the troop s from North Da­ 
kota, W y omiug aud Idaho. The Miu- 
uesotas are p rep aring to leave ou the 
Öheridau as soou as the trausp ort cau be 
unloaded aud coaled. Other volunteer 
orgaiiizatious will leave as soou as trans­ 
p orts are available.” 
General Otis cabled to send the volun­ 
teers home as rap idly as p ossible, it 
beiug the desire of the p resident to have 
no delay iu the matter. 
It was stated at the war dep artmeut 
that the matter of orgauiziug auother 
regimeut of voluuteers iu the Philip ­ 
p ines, iu addition to the Thirty -sixth, 
Thirty -seveutli aud the cavalry regi- 
uieut, will be left eutirely to the discre­ 
tion of General Utis, who is author­ 
ized to p roceed with it.

A ease m p oiut was the law regarding 
crimiuals coming to this country , whom 
tne law re<iuires shall be returneii to the 
nation to which tliey belong aud the 
p ort from which they came. Sometimes 
the*crimiuai was an Oriental aud cAme 
from Bremen. 
He thought the law 
should say such p ersons should simp ly 
not be p ermitted to laud aud the steam­ 
ship comp anies left to do with them as 
they believed best. 
Witness said that in none of the im- 
mignition laws was there an exp ress 
p rovision for the dep ortation of con­ 
tract laborers. The laws of 1891 did 
BO by imp lication and it was under this 
act that the dep artmeut was working. 
The witness said he favored amend­ 
ing the law regarding contract labor­ 
ers so as to include any agreemeut to 
come here to work, uot rigidly a con­ 
tract.

Senator Stew art W ill Offer an A ddition 
to the Statutes. 


W a s h in g to n ,July 27.—Senator Stew­ 
art of Nevada said that, in order to ob­ 
viate the apparent necessity of 
an 
amendment to the constitution to in­ 
sure at all times a full representation of 
states in the United States senate, at 
the next session of congress he would 
propose that the following paragrapn be 
added at the eud of section 15, title 2, 
chapter I of the revised statutes: 
“If on the third Tuesday after the

W hera Most o f th e Cheap Labor From 
Abroad G ets To—Im m igration 
Investigation. 


N ew Y o r k , July 27.—At the session 
of toe sub-committee of the United 
States industrial commission Roinau 
Dobbler, chief of the boarding inspec­ 
tors of immigration at the barge office, 
testified that many persons came iii the 
second cabin in order to avoid the rigid 
scrutiny at the barge office. He believed 
many of the new arrivals bad been 
coaclied as to their answers to questions 
put to them here. 
Dr. Lorenzo Ullo, legal adviser of the 
Immigration bureau, said there was 
great difficulty in enforcing the laws 
owing to the many contradictions found 
in the statutes relative to immigration. 
A case in point was the law regarding 
criminals coming to this country, whom 
the law requires shall be returned to the 
nation to which they belong aud the 
port from which they came. Sometimes 
the'criinmai was an Oriental and came 
from Bremen. 
He thought the law 
should say such persons should simply 
not be permitted to land and the steam­ 
ship companies left to do with them as 
they believed best. 
Witness said that in none of the im ­ 
migration laws was there an express 
provision for the deportation of con­ 
tract laborers. 
The laws of 1891 did 
so by implication and it was nuder this 
act that the department was working. 
The witness said he favored amend­ 
ing the law regarding contract labor­ 
ers so as to include any agreement to 
come here to work, not rigidly a con­ 
tract. 
Mrs. Virginia Stuckler, the chief ma­ 
tron at the barge office, testified regard­ 
ing the treatment of enciente women 
arriving here. 
Of the 1,441 women ar­ 
riving during this month in that condi­ 
tion 52 were married at the barge office, 
28 were admitted on appeal aud the oth­ 
ers were found to be married women. 
Mr. Stuckler said that there was an 
average of one marriage a day at the 
landing bureau. 
Thirty-one women ar­ 
rived who had been unfaithful to their 
husbands, but except iu three cases 
they were permitted to laud.

Stuckler 
thought 
the

should include an act prohibiting the 
lauding of girls brought here for im ­ 
moral purposes. 
There was no such 
prohibition in the present laws. 
William Weihe of the contract labor 
bureau, who was formerly president of 
the Amalgamated Association of Iron 
aud Steel Workers, said 50 per cent of 
all the cheap labor coming here—Slo­ 
vaks, Polaeks aud Russian Poles—went 
to Pennsylvania, where they not ouly 
worked on railroads and in the mines, 
but entered into competition in the in­ 
dustrial centers in tile iron aud glass 
works.

The millers of the United States, 
like its mauiifaoturers generally, have 
made their banner record in the fiscal 
year 1S99. 
While wheat, corn, oats, 
cornineal, oatmeal, rye and in fact all 
lines of bread stuffs show a reduction 
in exportation by reason of the de­ 
creased demand abroad, flour alone 
shows an increase, and not only an in­ 
crease, but reaches the highest point 
in the history of flour exportation. For 
the fiscal year the total exportation 
of flour is over 18,(K)0,90U barreJs, rep­ 
resenting over 
bustiels of 
wheat, while no preceding year in the 
history of our exi»ortation show’s as 
great an exi)ortation of tioiir. 
While 
flour is not included w’ith manufac­ 
tures in the general classification of 
the treasury bureau of statistics, being 
retained 
under 
the 
gtmeral 
teriii 
“ breadstutts,” the fact that American 
lal»or and the results of American en­ 
terprise enter into its transition from 
wheat to fiour, and thus prove a<lvau- 
tageotis to labor and business enter­ 
prise, adds to the satisfaction with 
wliich Americans will note the steady 
growth in the exportation of flour, even 
in the face of the reduced demand 
abroad for breadstuff s. 
The shortage in breadstuffs in other 
parts of the world in 1897 and 1898 
caused, as is w’ell known, a general ad­ 
vance in prices, and the better crops of 
the year just past resulted in low’er 
prices and less demand for our bread- 
stuffs. This fact accounts for the re­ 
duction in our exportation in other 
lines of breadstuffs, and that flour ex­ 
ports should have continued to in­ 
crease in the face of the reduction in 
other lines is especially gratifying to 
those interesteil in seeing Americnn 
labor participate as largely as possi­ 
ble in the protits of American exporta­ 
tions. 
The average price per bushel of 
wheat exported during the fiscal year 
1899 was 74.77 cents, and the average 
price per bushel for tlie wheat exported 
in the form of fiour was 87.67 cents, 
calculating that 4V2 bushels of wheat 
are utilized in tlie production of a 
barrel of Hour. 
'J'liis adds 1L'.9 cents to 
the amount of money received for each 
Imsiiel of wljeat sent abroad in this 
form, thus bringing to Americau in- 
dti>t! y over .’);10,(HM),u00 during the year 
a.s a compensation to tlie enterprise 
which transformed the 8D,U<M),(X)U bush­ 
els of grain into the 18,PUP,0<X) barrels 
of flour exported. 
The exportation of flour from the 
United Stales has made its chief de­ 
velopment since 1875. 
Prior to that 
date American millers followed the old 
process of 18(H) in the manufacture of 
flour, while European millers w’ere ex­ 
perimenting witii and bringing to suc­ 
cess the modern roller mill methods. 
As a result, the foreign flour trade of 
the United States met with serious re­ 
verses during the period from 1850 to 
187.>, European consumers preferring 
to buy the wheat and themselves trans­ 
form it into flour by their new process, 
which the millers of the United States 
had not then adopted. 
W riting of this period of depression 
in the export trade of American flour, 
Mr. Charles A. Pillsbury says that 
“while our millers in 1854 sent 1,846,- 
000 barrels of flour to Great Britain 
f.lone, they sent in 18(35 only 200,000 
barrels to all Europe,’’ and that “w’hile 
during tlie flve years ending with 1830 
ever 99 per cent of the value of wheat 
and flour exports was flour, in the 
five years 1870-5 only 27.8 per cent of 
wheat and flour ex{)orts was in flour.”

Exports Reach the Highest Point 
In Country’s History. 


BETTER TRADE IR THE ORIENT. 


All the news in the N e w s R e v ie w . 


Sales In H ongkong Considerably Ex* 
reeded 1,000,000 Burrela—Chief De­ 
velopm ent Dates From 1876—De­ 
creased Demand For Other Bread­ 
stuffs—Growth In Shipments to the 
Orient. 


The millers of the United States, 
like its manufacturers generally, have 
made their banner record in the fiscal 
year 1899. While wheat, corn, oats, 
cornmeal, oatmeal, rye and in fact all 
lines of bread stuffs show a reduction 
In exportation by reason of the de­ 
creased demand abroad, flour alone 
shows an increase, and not only an in­ 
crease, but reaches the highest point 
in the history of flour exportation. For 
the fiscal year the total exportation 
of flour is over 18,000,000 barrels, rep­ 
resenting over 80,000,000 bushels of 
wheat, while no preceding year in the 
history of our exportation show’s as 
great an exportation of flour. While 
flour is not included w’itli manufac­ 
tures in the general classification of 
the treasury bureau of statistics, being 
retained 
under 
the 
general 
term 
“breadstuffs,” the fact that American 
labor and the results of American en­ 
terprise enter into its transition from 
wheat to flour, and thus prove advan­ 
tageous to labor aud business enter­ 
prise, adds to the satisfaction with 
which Americans w’ill note the steady 
growth in the exportation of flour, even 
in the face of the reduced demand 
abroad for breadstuffs. 
The shortage in breadstuffs in other 
parts of the world in 1897 and 1898 
caused, as is well known, a general ad­ 
vance in prices, and the better crops of 
the year just past resulted in iow’er 
prices and less demand for our bread- 
stuffs. This fact accounts for the re­ 
duction in our exportation in other 
lines of breadstuffs, and that flour ex­ 
ports should have continued to in­ 
crease in the face of the reduction in 
other lines is especially gratifying to 
those interested in seeing American 
labor participate as largely as possi­ 
ble iu the profits of American exporta­ 
tions. 
The average price per bushel of 
wheat exported during the fiscal year 
1899 wras 74.77 ceuts, and the average 
price per bushel for the wheat exported 
in the form of flour was 87.67 cents, 
calculating that 4 ^ bushels of wheat 
are utilized in the production of a 
barrel of flour. This adds lii.9 cents to 
the amount of money received for each 
bushel of wheat sent abroad iu this 
form, thus bringing to American in­ 
dustry over $10,(MMI,OOO during the year 
as a compensation to tile enterprise 
which transformed the 80,000,000 bush­ 
els of grain into the 18,000,000 barrels 
of flour exported. 
The exportation of flour from the 
United States has made its chief de­ 
velopment since 1875. 
Prior to that 
date American millers followed the old 
process of 1800 in the manufacture of 
flour, while European millers were ex­ 
perimenting with and bringing to suc­ 
cess the modern roller mill methods. 
As a result, the foreign flour trade of 
the United States met with serious re­ 
verses during the period from 1850 to 
1875. European consumers preferring 
to buy the wheat aud themselves trans­ 
form it into flour by their new process, 
w’hich the millers of the United States 
had not then adopted. 
W riting of this period of depression 
in the export trade of American flour, 
Mr. Charles A. Pillsbury says that 
“while our millers in 1854 sent 1,846,- 
000 barrels of flour to Great Britain 
alone, they sent in 1865 only 200,000 
barrels to all Europe,” and that “while 
during the five years ending with 1830 
ever 99 per cent of the value of wheat 
and flour exports was flour, in the 
five years 1870-5 only 27.8 per cent of 
wheat and flour exports w’as in flour.” 
in 1875 the expoitatious of wheat flour 
were 3,973.128 I rrels; in 1880, 6,011,- 
419 barrels; in 1885, 10,648.145 barrels; 
in ISIK), 12,231,711 barrels; in 1895, 15,- 
268,892 barrels, and in 1899 will be 
about 18,300,000 barrels, the exact fig­ 
ures having uot yet been completed by 
the treasury bureau of statistics. 
While there is a gratifying increase 
in the exportation of flour in every di­ 
rection, the most strongly marked 
growth Is toward the orient. The ex­ 
portations of flour to Hongkong In the 
year 1899 will considerably exceed 
1,000,000 barrels, while in 1889 the 
number was but 378,634. 
Flour for 
Hongkong 
goes 
mostly 
to 
China, 
though 
eonsldetable 
quantities are 
shipped direct from Hongkong to Ja­ 
pan, the Philippines and various is­ 
lands of oceanica. 
To Japan direct 
our exports of flour have grown from 
19,677 barrels in 1889 to about 225,000 
In 1899; to all Asia, from 418,353 
barrels In 1889 to about 1,750,000 
barrels In 1899. 
To South America 
the growth has been less rapid, the 
total for 1889 being 1,068,167 barrels, 
while that for 1899 will be but a little 
more than the figure of a decade ago. 
Germany, to w hich we sent but 13,009 
barrels of flour in 1889, takes in 1899 


nearly 500,000 barrels, this being a 
large increase over last year. Nether­ 
lands, to which we sent but 92,260 
barrels in 1889, took in 1899 over 
1,000,000 barrels, the figures for 1899 
not being yet completed. To the Unit­ 
ed Kingdom our exports of flour in 
1889 were 5,271,244 barrels and In 1899 
will exceed 10,000.000 barrels.

terprise enter into its transition from 
wheat to flour, and thus prove advan­ 
tageous to labor and business enter­ 
prise, adds to the satisfaction with 
which Am ericans will note the steady 
growth in the exportation of flour, even 
iu the face of the reduced demand 
abroad for breadstuffs. 
The shortage in breadstuffs in other 
parts of the world in 1897 and 1898 
caused, as is well known, a general ad­ 
vance in prices, and the better crops of 
the year ju st past resulted in lower 
prices and less dem and for our bread­ 
stuffs. This fact accounts for the re­ 
duction in our exportation in other 
lines of breadstuffs, and th at flour ex­ 
ports should have continued to in­ 
crease in the face of the reduction in 
other lines is especially gratifying to 
those interested in seeing American 
labor participate as largely as possi­ 
ble in the profits of American exporta­ 
tions. 
The average price per bushel of 
wheat exported during the fiscal year 
1899 was 74.77 cents, and the average 
price per bushel for the wheat exported 
in the form of flour was 87.67 cents, 
calculating th at 
bushels of wheat 
are utilized in the production of a 
barrel of flour. rl l)is adds 12.9 cents to 
the am ount of money received for each 
bushel of w heat sent abroad in this 
form, thus bringing to American in­ 
dustry over $10,000,000 during the year 
as a compensation to the enterprise 
which transform ed the 80,000,000 bush­ 
els of grain into the 18,000,000 barrels 
of flour exported. 
The exportation of flour from the 
United States has made its chief de­ 
velopment since 1875. 
Prior to th at 
date American millers followed the old 
process of 1800 in the m anufacture of 
flour, while European millers were ex­ 
perim enting with aud bringing to suc­ 
cess the modern roller mill methods. 
As a result, the foreign flour trade of 
the United States met with serious re­ 
verses during the period from 1850 to 
1875, European consumers preferring 
to buy the wheat aud themselves tran s­ 
form it into flour by their new process, 
which the m illers of the United States 
had not then adopted. 
W riting of this period of depression 
in the export trade of American flour, 
Mr. Charles A. Pillsbury says th at 
“while our millers in 1864 sent 1,846,- 
000 barrels of flour to Great Britain 
alone, they sent in 1865 only 200,000 
barrels to all Europe,” and that “while 
during the five years ending with 1830 
ever 99 per cent of the value of w heat 
and flour exports was flour, in the 
five years 1870-5 only 27.8 per cent of 
wheat and flour exports was in flour.”

At the Japanese legation in W ash­ 
ington the New York H erald’s corre­ 
spondent w as inform ed the otlier night 
tha t Ja pa n invites a free and unre­ 
stricted intercliauge of commercial re­ 
lations w ith the United States. 
The 
new treaty was m ade during the Cleve­ 
land adm inistration, 
w’hen the late 
Jud ge G resham w as secretary of state, 
to go into effect July 17, 189 9 . 
From a purely commercial standpoint 
It is said tha t Am erican m erchants and 
m an u factu rers will b e largely b eneflt-

ed, as prior to the new treaty an A m er­ 
ican could engage iu b u.slness en ter­ 
prise in Japa n only in Yokohama, Na- 
gaskl, 
Kob e, 
H akodati and 
Nlgota, 
while now the entire interior of the 
em pire is open. 
Friendly relations b etw een Ja pa n and 
the United States have b een growing 
steadily for several years, and b esides 
the m utual b usiness features involved 
there is a strong cu rren t of sentim ent 
running all through the new treaty. 
In previous years Ja pa n b ought most 
of her supplies from European coun­ 
tries. 
Now she Is one of the b est cus­ 
tom ers coming to Uncle Sam ’s market. 
F ou r years ago her export.* from the 
United States am ounted to ab out $4,- 
000,009 . 
Now they exceed $15.CKX),000. 
N ow Japa n comes to America for her 
flour, steel rail.s and all her railroad 
eQulpmeuts, 
Including 
locomotives, 
A m erican 
macldnery. electrical su p­ 
plies, printing pres» t*‘s, type setting m a­ 
chines. fruits and structural Iron. 
J a ­ 
pan Is also a large b uyer of American 
cotton. 
Americans may now estab lish m anu­ 
factures in Japan and enjoy all the 
rights and privileges of citizens of the 
em pire except that of purchasing land. 
Ijiinl may lie leased or rented b y a 
foreigner, luit no clear title may pass 
Into foreign hands. 
Steam and electric railroad b uilding 
Is growing to immense proportions in 
Japan, and Americans are supplying 
nearly all of the material. 
It is impos­ 
sib le to estim ate In dollars and cents 
the advantages which will accrue to 
American 
m anufacturers, 
b ut 
the 
Jananese minister, Mr. Ju tora Koraura, 
does not liesitate to predict that Japa n 
will prefer to b uy In American m ar­ 
kets b ecause the United States not 
only offers the b est b usiness Induce­ 
ments. b ut also was am ong the first of 
the gn>at nations to recognize the pro- 
gi-es.siveness of the Japanese empire. 
Until a few years ago the United 
S tates was clas.sed with small coun­ 
tries like Belgium in tlie trade relation 
w ith Japan. 
Now the United States 
stands 
s« HH)nd, 
and 
b efore another 
year It will have taken E ngland's place 
a t the head. 
Freight rates have b een arranged 
W’ith American railways, so tha t all 
goods going out of the United States 
m ay go across the continent and b e 
shipped direct to Japan.

At first it was 
the inienlion of tin company to turn 
the cars over to the Poles and such 
other iM‘oi)U* as might desire the prlv- 
ih*ge, giving them all the wood they 
might get for the tearing down of the 
cars. 
This iilan was not successful, 
liowevm-. b ecaus« » it w as soon discover­ 
ed that the w reckers were taking more 
iron—w orth from half a cent to 1 cent 
a poum l—than was desirab le, and so 
tlu‘ lu'ocess of b urning the cars was 
adoi)ted. 
W henever It 1s possib le to do this 
the l)ody of tlie ear Is lifted from the 
trucks and sw ung over to the crem a­ 
tion {)ih‘.

Accordingly a train of 10 or 15 cars is 
ma« ie up. 
’rixMi a locomotive ad ju sts 
Itself, w ithout coupling, to this train, 
and with a good start the train is sent 
at gnuit speed out on one of the port- 
alile trncks. 
When a t full headway, 
the train is ab andoned b y the locomo­ 
tive. and the cars go pell rnell to the 
wreck heap, [liling one on top of the 
other four and five deep.

itab le railway wreck, contrived Inten­ 
tionally aud for a purpose.

I have lai*l my plans 
r>*‘fore the postoffice general and have 
ask*Ml him for facilities to experim ent 
with tlu‘ postoffice appliances, and ids 
exi)*‘i l s have Ixm'Ii so in iic b strm-k with 
my [)r*)i)*jsals that tliey have asked for 
flirtlier *l*‘tails in coiifi*leuce. 
“ I liave olT(‘iv*l to put the Channel 
islands in t*'legrapliic and telephonic 
« •omniiinication with the m ainland as a 
lienionstration of the value of my sys­ 
tem. 
1 claim to liave ma*le a b etter 
tran sm itter than Marconi, a more sen­ 
sitive receiver and a method of focus­ 
ing the electric rays so they can only 
l)e picked up b y one receiver and can­ 
not b e intercepted. 
“ I dispense, entirely w ith the high 
vertical wire and guide and focus the 
electrical w aves so tha t they have a 
wi*ith of only one inch In passing, thus 
m aking it impossib le to intercept them 
unless indeed a ship could poise a re­ 
ceiver iu tha t particular inch of space 
tlirough which the rays pass. 
1 am 
convinced I cau telegraph or telephone 
up to 150 miles.

ties, ami until this discovery they have 
had no method for successfully trea t­ 
ing, hence it was valueless b ecause of 
Its rancid nature. 
Mrs. E m m a C. Sickles, now atten d ­ 
ing the Dome.stlc Science lab oratory 
W ashington city, discovered a way to 
trea t it with the soil off her farm In 
D aw es county. 
A fter several m ouths’ 
time she apiilie*! for a patent, which 
was graiite*! a few days ago, since 
which slie has close*! contracts with 
several down east corn milling con­ 
cerns for the use of the soil in carlocs 
to b e used iu the treatm ent of the 
crude oil. 
3 he patentee says the soi! 
cau b e used quite as successfully iu 
the b eet sugar factories for the trea t­ 
ment of b eet sugar an*l other food 
products. 
She will go to Chadron in a 
few days to personally oversee the 
lihippiug of the soil. 
H ers is the only 
method discovered iu America for the 
treatm en t of corn oil, aud all former 
corn oils used on American tab les were 
rectified In Austria. 
She has found 
tha t no other part of America fur­ 
nishes soil that will successfully treat 
the oil.

1804. 
He m akes affidavit the colonel 
w ho enlisted him promised at the time 
tha t he should b e given a furlough to 
harvest his crops. The soldier was not 
perm itted to return to his farm, and 
his crops were lost. 
Therefore, he 
claimed, the governm ent should reim­ 
b urse him. 
The statem ent giving the 
value of the crop and the am ount of 
the claim is unique, says the St. Louis 
GIob e-Democrat. 
It reads; 
“Sixty acres of wheat, 50 b ushels 
per acre, m aking 3.000 b u.shels, at 10 
cents per pound, $18,<X)0; 2*2 acres of 
corn, 20 b ushels to the acre, making 
420 b ushels, a t 18 cents per pound, 
$4,233.60; 
U m heads of cab b age. 8 
cents per pound, $800; 100 b ushels of 
tomatoes, 6.<KK) pounds, 10 cents per 
pound, m aking a total of $23,633.60. 
Credit tw’o acres of wheat, 100 b ushels, 
10 cents per pound, $600; b alance due, 
$23,033.60.” 
W heat and corn and vegetab les were 
high a t tha t time, and the claim ant in­ 
sists he has really underestim ated the 
value of his crop, which he would have 
saved if the colonel had kept faith 
with him. 
In his decision the auditor 
says that there is no money appropri­ 
ated to pay for the failure of crops. 
T he claim is not allow’ed.

Under the new treaty between the 
United States and Japan, which went 
Into effect the other day, American 
enterprise may expand, and American 
capital may be invested in any part of 
the Japanese empire. 
At the Japanese legation in Wash­ 
ington the New York Herald’s corre­ 
spondent was informed the other night 
that Japan invites a free and unre­ 
stricted interchange of commercial re­ 
lations with the United States. 
The 
new treaty was made during the Cleve­ 
land administration, when the late 
Judge Gresham was secretary of state, 
to go into effect July 17, 1899. 
From a purely commercial standpoint 
It Is said that American merchants and 
manufacturers will be largely beneflt- 


JUTOKA KOMURA. 
Od, as prior to the new treaty an Amer 
lean could engage in business enter 
prise in Japan only in Yokohama, Na 
gaski, Robe, Hakodati and Nigota 
while now the entire interior of the 
empire is open. 
Friendly relations between Japan and 
the United States have been growing 
steadily for several years, and besides 
the mutual business features Involved 
there is a strong current of sentiment 
running all through the new treaty. 
In previous years Japan bought most 
of her supplies from European coun­ 
tries. Now she is one of the best cus­ 
tomers coming to Uncle Sam’s market. 
Four years ago her exports from the 
United States amounted to about $4,- 
000,000. 
Now they exceed $15,000,000. 
Now Japan comes to America for her 
flour, steel rails and all her railroad 
equipments, 
Including 
locomotives, 
American machinery, electrical sup­ 
plies, printing presses, type setting ma­ 
chines, fruits and structural Iron. 
Ja­ 
pan is also a large buyer of American 
cotton. 
Americans may now establish manu­ 
factures in Japan and enjoy all the 
rights and privileges of citizens of the 
empire except that of purchasing land. 
Land may be leased or rented by a 
foreigner, but uo clear title may pass 
Into foreign hands. 
Steam and electric railroad building 
is growing to immense proportions in 
Japan, and Americans are supplying 
nearly all of the material. It is Impos­ 
sible to estimate In dollars and cents 
the advantages which will accrue to 
American 
manufacturers, 
but 
the 
Jananese minister, Mr. Jutora Rom urn, 
does not hesitate to predict that Japan 
will prefer to buy In American mar­ 
kets because the United States not 
only offers the best business Induce­ 
ments. but also was among the first of 
the groat nations to recognize the pro- 
•essiveness of the Japanese empire. 
Until a few years ago the United 
States was classed with small coun 
tries like Belgium in the trade relation 
with Japan. 
Now the United States 
stands second, and before another 
year it will have taken England’s place 
at the head. 
Freight rates have been arranged 
with American railways, so that all 
goods going out of the United States 
may go across the continent and be 
shipped direct to Japan. 
Heretofore 
cotton has been shipped from New Or­ 
leans by the Suez canal, and the new 
arrangement will greatly increase the 
shipments.

The American Car and Foundry com­ 
pany has lately bought 13,OOO small 
wooden coal cars from the Lehigh Val­ 
ley railroad. These used to be run over 
the line, as well as the Philadelphia 
and Reading and other coal carrying 
roads, but are too small for present 
uses, and they have had to be discard­ 
ed for cars better adapted to present 
traffic conditions. 
They were accord­ 
ingly sold-to the Car and Foundry com­ 
pany for scrap, each car containing ap­ 
proximately two and a half tons of 
scrap, not counting the wheels and 
xles. The company has also got hold 
of 3.000 box cars which it was desire^ 
to break up, says The Manufacturer. 
I 
\ecordingly a piece of ground several 
acres in extent was leased near Detroit 
ami 125 men were sot to work at recov­ 
ering the serai) from these cars. Port­ 
able tracks were laid down. a derrick 
was erected, shears for cutting cold 
iron were provided and a whole wreck­ 
ing plant was fitted up. At first it was 
the intention of tin company to turn 
the cars over to the Poles and such 
other people as might desire the priv­ 
ilege, giving them all the wood they 
might get for the tearing down of the 
cars. 
This plan was not successful, 
however, because it was soon discover­ 
ed that the wreckers were taking more 
iron—worth from half a cent to I cent 
a pound—than was desirable, and so 
the process of burning the cars was 
adopted. 
Whenever it is possible to do this 
the body of the car is lifted from the 
trucks and swung over to the crema­ 
tion pile. 
In the case of the coal cars 
they will not separate so conveniently. 
Accordingly a train of IO or 15 cars is 
made up. 
Then a locomotive adjusts 
itself, without coupling, to this train, 
and with a good start the train is sent 
at great speed out on one of the port­ 
able tracks. 
When at full headway 
tile train is abandoned by the locomo­ 
tive. and the cars go pell moll to the 
wreck heap, piling one on top of the 
other four and five deep. 
It is a ver­ 
itable railway wreck, contrived inten 
tlonally and for a purpose. 
Those In 
charge of the work say they can de 
stroy about IOO cars a day, but that it 
will probably be November or Decem 
ber before the work is completed.

A new and interesting discovery has 
been made for the use of Nebraska 
dirt. A womau in Dawes county, Neb. 
has discovered a method for rectifying 
Indian maize, or corn oil, making it a 
valuable substitute for olive oil. 
it is 
not generally known that under tile 
new milling process the kernel is de­ 
germed before manufacture into flour 
nr meal or other food products. 
This 
little germ, containing the life prop­ 
erties of the corn kernel, also con­ 
tains a rancid oil that taints and gives 
an unwholesome flavor to corn food 
products when not removed, says a 
Chadron dispatch to the Chicago Inter 
Ocean. 
The crude oil is thus thrown 
on to the corn millers in large quanti 
ties, and until this discovery they have 
had no method for successfully treat­ 
ing, hence it was valueless because of 
Its rancid nature. 
Mrs. Emma C. Sickles, pow attend­ 
ing the Domestic Science laboratory *n 
Washington city, discovered a way to 
treat it with the soil off her farm In 
Dawes county. 
After several mouths’ 
time she applied for a patent, which 
was granted a few days ago, since 
which she has closed contracts with 
several down east corn milling con­ 
cerns for the use of the soil in carioca 
to be used in the treatment of the 
crude oil. 
The patentee says the soil 
can be used quite as successfully in 
the beet sugar factories for the treat­ 
ment of beet sugar and other food 
products. She will go to Chadron in a 
few days to personally oversee the 
shipping of the soil. 
Hers is the only 
method discovered in America for the 
treatment of corn oil, and all former 
corn oils used on American tables were 
rectified In Austria. 
She has found 
that no other part of America fur­ 
nishes soil that will successfully treat 
the oil.

The treasury department at Wash­ 
ington has just passed upon one of 
the most curious war claims ever pre­ 
sented. 
The claimant enlisted in the 
Third Colorado cavalry in August, 
1864. 
He makes affidavit the colonel 
who enlisted him promised at the time 
that he should be given a furlough to 
harvest his crops. The soldier was not 
permitted to return to his farm, and 
his crops were lost. 
Therefore, he 
claimed, the government should reim­ 
burse him. 
The statement giving the 
value of the crop and the amount of 
the claim is unique, says the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat. It reads: 
“Sixty acres of wheat, 50 bushels 
per acre, making 3,000 bushels, at IO 
cents per pound, $18,000; 22 acres of 
corn, 20 bushels to the acre, making 
420 bushels, at 18 cents per pound, 
$4,233.60; 1,000 heads of cabbage, 8 
cents per pouud, $800; IOO bushels of 
tomatoes, 6,000 pounds, IO cents per 
pound, making a total of $23,633.60. 
Credit two acres of wheat, IOO bushels, 
IO cents per pound, $600; balance due, 
$23,033.60.” 
Wheat and corn and vegetables were 
high at that time, and the claimant in 
sists he has really underestimated the 
value of his crop, which he would have 
saved lf the colonel had kept faith 
with him. 
In his decision the auditor 
says that there is no money appropri­ 
ated to pay for the failure of crops 
The claim is not allowed.

At the Japanese legation in Wash­ 
ington the New York Herald’s corre­ 
spondent was informed tile other nigiit 
that Japan invites a free aud unre­ 
stricted interchange of commercial re­ 
lations with the United States. 
The 
new treaty was made during the Cleve­ 
land administration, when the late 
Judge Gresham was secretary of state, 
to go Into effect July 17, 1891). 
From a purely commercial standpoint 
It is said that American merchants aud 
manufacturers will be largely benefit-

od, as prior to the new treaty an Amer­ 
ican could engage in business enter­ 
prise in Japan only in Yokohama, Na- 
gaski, Kobe, Hakodati and Nigota, 
while now the entire interior of the 
empire is open. 
Friendly relations between Japan and 
the United States have been growing 
steadily for several years, and besides 
the mutual business features involved 
there is a strong current of sentiment 
running all through the new treaty. 
In previous years Japan bought most 
of her supplies from European coun­ 
tries. Now slie is one of the best cus­ 
tomers coming to Uncle Sam’s market. 
Four years ago her exports from the 
United States amounted to about $4,- 
000,000. Now they exceed $15,000,000. 
Now Japan comes to America for her 
flour, steel rails and all lier railroad 
equipments, 
including 
locomotives, 
American machinery, electrical sup­ 
plies, printing preapes, type setting ma­ 
chines, fruits and structural iron. J a ­ 
pan is also a large buyer of American 
cotton. 
Americans may now establish manu­ 
factures in Japan and enjoy all the 
rights and privileges of citizens of the 
empire except that of purchasing land. 
Land may be leased or rented by a 
foreigner, but uo clear title may pass 
Into foreign hands. 
Steam and electric railroad building 
is growing to immense proportions in 
Japan, and Americans are supplying 
nearly all of the material. It is impos­ 
sible to estimate in dollars and cents 
the advantages which will accrue to 
American 
manufacturers, 
but 
the 
Jananese minister, Mr. Jutora Kotnura, 
does not hesitate to predict that Japan 
will prefer to buy in American mar­ 
kets because the United States not 
only offers the best business induce­ 
ments. but also was among the first of 
the grout nations to recognize the pro­ 
gressiveness of the Japanese empire. 
Until a few years ago the United 
States was classed with small coun­ 
tries like Belgium in the trade relation 
with Japan. 
Now the United States 
stands second, and before another 
year it will have taken England’s place 
at the head. 
Freight rates have been arranged 
with American railways, so that all 
goods going out of the United States 
may go across the continent and be 
shipped direct to Japan. 
Heretofore 
cotton has been shipped from New Or­ 
leans by the Suez canal, aud the new 
arrangement will greatly increase the 
shipments. 


C ar* W i t h W h i s t l e * a n d T e l e p h o n e * . 
The new street cars to be used on the 
Interurban line between St. Paul and 
Stillwater will be unique in their 
equipment. They will have compress­ 
ed air for brakes aud whistles, to be 
supplied by a small motor operating 
an air pump. The air whistle will be 
used in the country, where the cars 
Will be run at a high rate of speed. 
Each car will also be equipped with a 
telephone, with 50 feet of wire aud a 
switch plug. At intervals of a quarter 
of a mile there will be places where the 
conductor can cut in on the telephone 


wire between St. Paul and Stillwater 
and 
communicate

the power 
house or car barn.—-Western Electri­ 
cian. 


D EST R O Y IN G OLD CARS.

The American Car and Foundry com­ 
pany has lately Ixvight 13,000 small 
wooden coal cars from the Lehigh Val­ 
ley railroad. Those used to he run over 
the line. as well as the Philadelphia 
arui Heading and other coal carrying 
roads, lint aru too small for present 
uses, aud they have had to be discard­ 
ed for ca cs better adapted to present 
traffle conditions. 
They were accord­ 
ingly sold-to the Car and Foundry com­ 
pany for scrap, each car containing ap­ 
proximately two and a tin I f tons of 
scrap, not counting the wheels and 
axles, ’l'lie company leis also got hold 
of 3.000 box car s which it was desire^ 
to break up. says The Manufacturer. 
Accordingly a piece of ground several 
acies iii extent was leased near Detroit 
ami l-o men were set to work at recov­ 
ering tin1 scrap from these cars. Port­ 
able tracks were laid down, a derrick 
was erected, shears for cutting cold 
iron were provided and a whole wreck­ 
ing plant was fitted uj> 
At first it was 
the intention of tin company to turn 
the cars over to the Poles and such 
other people as might, desire tile priv­ 
ilege, giving them all the wood they 
might get for tin? tearing down of the 
cars. 
This plan was not successful, 
however, been ti.sa* it was soon discover­ 
ed that the wreckers were taking more 
iron—worth from half a cent to I cent 
a pound—titan was desirable, and so 
tin* process of burning the cars was 
adopted. 
Whenever it is possible to do this 
the body of the car is lifted from the 
trucks and swung over to the crema­ 
tion pile. 
In tile case of the coal cars 
they will not separate so conveniently. 
Accordingly a train of 10 or 15 cars is 
made up. 
Then a locomotive adjusts 
itself, without coupling, to this train, 
and with a good start the train is sent 
at great speed out on one of the port­ 
able tracks. 
VV Ii en at full headway. 
tile train is abandoned by the locomo­ 
tive. and the cars go pell moll to the 
wreck heap, piling one on top of the 
other four and five deep. 
It is a ver­ 
itable railway wreck, contrived inten­ 
tionally and for a purpose. 
Those in 
charge of tile work say they can de­ 
stroy about IOO cars a day, but that it 
will probably bo November or Decem­ 
ber before the work is completed. 


IMPROVING TELEGRAPHY.

M arconi’s latest rival In the field of 
wireless telegraphy Is G. H. Smith, a 
young workman in a tin plate factory 
at Cardiff. Wales. 
He was interview­ 
ed by a New York World reporter re­ 
cently upon the subject of his inven­ 
tions. Smith said: 
“I claim I have invented an improve­ 
ment 
upon 
Marconi’s arrangement, 
aud also I have obtained provisional 
protection for a system of combined 
wireless 
telegraphic and telephonic 
communication. 
I have laid my plans 
ne fore the postoffice general and have 
asked him for facilities to experiment 
with the postoffice appliances, aud ids 
experts have been so much struck with 
my proposals that they have asked for 
further details in confidence. 
“I have offered to put the Channel 
islands in telegraphic and telephonic 
communication with tile mainland as a 
demonstration of the value of my sys­ 
tem. 
I claim to have made a better 
transmitter than Marconi, a more sen­ 
sitive receiver and a method of focus­ 
ing the electric rays so they can only 
be picked up by one receiver and can­ 
not be intercepted. 
“I dispense, entirely with the high 
vertical wire and guide and focus the 
electrical waves so that they have a 
width of only one inch in passing, thus 
making it impossible to intercept them 
unless indeed a ship could poise a re­ 
ceiver in that particular inch of space 
through which the rays pass. 
I am 
convinced I can telegraph or telephone 
up to 150 miles. My apparatus can be 
put on a table or anywhere else, and I 
can send a message through a window 
or a wall. 
It can be worked through 
a Wheatstone machine up to 500 words 
a minute.”

VALUABLE DISCOVERY. 


H r*. E m m a C. S i c k l e * F in d * a M e t h ­ 
o d o f R e c t i f y la i t C o r n OII. 
A new and interesting discovery has 
been made for the use of Nebraska 
dirt. A woman in ltawes county, Neb. 
has discovered a method for rectifying 
Indian maize, or corn oil, making it a 
valuable substitute for olive oil. 
It is 
not generally known that under the 
new milling process the kernel is de­ 
germed before manufacture into flour 
or meal or other food products. 
This 
little germ, containing the life prop 
prties of the corn kernel, also con­ 
tains a rancid oil that taints and gives 
an unwholesome flavor to corn food 
products when not removed, says a 
Chadron dispatch to tile Chicago Inter 
Ocean. 
The crude oil is thus thrown 
on to the corn millers in large quanti­ 
ties, and until this discovery they have 
had no method for successfully treat­ 
ing, lienee it was valueless because of 
Its rancid nature. 
Mrs. Emma C. Sickles, now attend­ 
ing the Domestic Science laboratory *n 
Washington city, discovered a way to 
treat it with the soil off her farm in 
Dawes county. 
After several mouths’ 
time she applied for a patent, which 
was granted a few days ago, since 
which she lias closed contracts with 
several down east corn milling con­ 
cerns for the use of the soil in carioca 
to be used in the treatment of tile 
crude oil. 
The patentee says the soil 
can be used quite as successfully iu 
the beet sugar factories for the treat­ 
ment of beet sugar and other food 
products. She will go to Chadron in a 
few days to personally oversee the 
shipping of the soil. 
Hers is the only 
method discovered in America for the 
treatment of corn oil, and all former 
corn oils used on American tables were 
rectified in Austria. 
She has found 
that no other part of America fur­ 
nishes soil that will successfully treat 
the oil. 


CU RIO U S WAR CLAIM.

C o l o r a d o S o l d i e r W o n t * P a y F o r a 
C r o p H e C o a id N o t H a r v e s t . 
The treasury department at Wash­ 
ington has just passed upon one of 
the most curious war claims ever pre­ 
sented. 
The claimant enlisted in the 
Third Colorado cavalry in August, 
1864. 
He makes affidavit the colonel 
who enlisted him promised at the time 
that he should be given a furlough to 
harvest his crops. The soldier was not 
permitted to return to his farm, and 
his crops were lost. 
Therefore, he 
claimed, the government should reim­ 
burse him. The statement giving the 
value of the crop and the amount of 
the claim is unique, says the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat. It reads: 
“Sixty acres of wheat, 50 bushels 
per acre, making 3.000 bushels, at IO 
cents per pound, $18,000; 22 acres of 
corn, 20 bushels to the acre, making 
420 bushels, at IS cents per pound, 
$4,233.60; I,(XX) heads of cabbage, 8 
cents per pound, $800; IOO bushels of 
tomatoes, 6,000 pounds, IO cents per 
pound, making a total of $23,633.60. 
Credit two acres of wheat, IOO bushels, 
IO cents per pound, $600; balance due 
$23,033.60.” 
Wheat and corn and vegetables were 
high at that time, and the claimant in­ 
sists he has really underestimated the 
value of his crop, which he would have 
saved if the colonel had kept faith 
with him. 
In his decision the auditor 
says that there is no money appropri­ 
ated to pay for tile failure of crops. 
The claim is not allowed.

has written to his grandparents, Mr. 
pud Mrs. James Nevill of Seneca, an 
account of their exploit, and from It 
we extract as follows, says the Kansas 
City Journal: 
••I can say with pride that I have not 
missed a volley fired by the company, 
that I have never been sick or given 
out. and that I have never weakened 
or complained at the trying marches. 
I guess you have read in the papers 
about me swimming the river. All the 
papers here have been very profuse in 
their remarks relating thereto, and all 
of a complimentary nature, and have 
reproduced my picture in their publica­ 
tions and intimate that congress will 
vote a medal in recognition of the act. 
I lost all my clothes, gun and equipage 
Id the river. 
I advanced with the 
firing line Just the same, my entire 
wardrobe consisting only of a coat. 
I 
acted doctor and carried water for the 
wounded. 
In this capacity I was fre­ 
quently subjected to a rain of bullets. 
Poor niggers, so many were killed and 
wounded! 
"It wasn’t long before I took a pair 
of shoes from a dead man, a hat from 
a nigger, a gun from another, and then 
went into it. I could write for a week 
trying to describe the battle. Colonel 
Funston went with 
me across the 
river. Bill Trembly and I swam with 
the rope. Others followed In a boat, 
but the boat sank In the middle of the 
river, and down w’ent our guns and 
everything we had. I swam out and 
saved two men from drowning. I was 
in the water for an hour. Will tell you 
all about it when I come home. Over 
2,000 men watched us swim the river 
right up to the insurgent trenches and 
tie the rope before they knew it, and 
then I thought I was gone. We swam 
the river just at noon.

ed aud coppered. 
On account of *1 c congressional limi­ 
tation of the pri*e which the depart­ 
ment may Yay for armor and the im­ 
probability of being able to get any ar­ 
mor at any price the six ships of the; 
Denver class are the only ones for 
which contracts can be made without 
further action by congress. Designs for 
these ships sire now boing rapidly per­ 
fected by the bureau of construction 
aud repair. They will be vessels of 
about tile size of the Raleigh aud tile 
Cincinnati, but improved and modern- , 
ized, says the St. Louis Globe-Deino- ; 
erat. These two ships were designed at 1 
the time when the craze for speed at 
all costs reached its m aximin^ and to | 
attain this extreme speed, which it 
will be noted could only be maintained 
for a few weeks after they were docked 
and cleaned, on account of their rapid­ 
ly fouling, unsheathed 
bottoms, too 
many other qualities were sacrificed, 
and they are now being altered to 
remedy this defect. 
The Denver and 
her sister ships are designed for a speed 
of 16H knots, but will make 17 knots 
when pushed, while the Raleigh and 
the Cincinnati were designed for a 
speed of 19 knots. 
The former will be 
able to maintain the designed speed 
practically indefinitely, while the lat­ 
ter could scarcely maintain a speed of 
15 knots, and that with an excessive 
consumption of coal. 
The gnus will all be designed for 
smokeless powder, and the 5 inch guns 
will he more effective than the old type 
of 6 inch guns. 
The wood material 
used in the construction of the hull will 
be reduced to a minimum. 
All the 
bulkheads on the gun and berth decks 
will be of metal, and they will each be | 
fitted with a pilothouse en the spar 
deck built entirely of nonmagnetic 
metal. 
Where it is necessary to use 
wood for any purpose it will he treated 
with the electric fireproofing process be­ 
fore being worked. 
A watertight deck 
covered with one-half inch iron plate 
will be worked from stem to stern, be­ 
sides sloping down to three feet below 
the water line, and the fiat or midship 
portion rising IM inches above the same. 
These six cruisers will form an addi­ 
tion to the navy of special interest to 
the Mississippi valley and the Pacific 
coast. They will be named after cities, 
including Denver, Des Moines, Chatta­ 
nooga, Tacoma and Cleveland. 


FLOATING ISLAND LAUNCHED 


FI rat C o n stru c te d by F. W. F la n d e ra 
W ill S u p p o rt T w e n ty P eople. 
F. W Flanders, inventor of the float­ 
ing island, has launched his first island 
on Klinger’s lake, near Niles, Mich. 
The island is about 20 feet square and 
can support 20 persons without reach­ 
ing its capacity. 
Tests have been made that show 
when the waves are rolling high the 
island remains perfectly stable, with­ 
out any rocking motion. 
It can be 
easily moved about with a rowboat and 
anchored, saya the Chicago Times-Her- 
ald. 
Besides being an excellent arrange­ 
ment for fishing and duck hunting, it 
is stated that experiments show that if 
is an efficient life craft for use on lake 
or ocean steamers, as it cannot be over­ 
turned by the wind or waves and would 
preserve those on board high and dry, 
while the surf would carry it up on a 
beach beyond the reach of the under­ 
tow. 
One person, it is stated, could launch 
from the deck of a ship an island that 
would carry 50 people.

DAN CES ON T H E ASPHALT. 


J e r s e y City** P ollee C hief Propose* 
a Mew I ae F o r th e Street*. 
Chief of Police Murphy of Jersey 
City, after observing for some time the 
zest with which children on the side­ 
walks dance to the music of hand or­ 
gans, has evolved a scheme for gen­ 
eral public enjoyment, says the New 
York Suu. 
“My plan,” said he the other day, “Is 
to utilize the asphalt for dancing pur­ 
poses for the amusement of those who 
are unable to go to the summer re­ 
sorts. 
What I propose is that a block 
of asphalt pavement be selected here 
and there, swept perfectly clean and 
made as smooth as a dance floor. 
I 
would have traffic suspended on that 
block until dancing is over. 
Ropes 
could be strung along the sides of the 
street to keep spectators off the danc­ 
ing floor or pavement and prevent the 
rough element from Interfering with 
the dancers. 
Of course, it would be 
necessary to appoint floor managers 
and a floor committee, but I have no 
i doubt that there are many thoroughly 
well posted gentlemen who would bs 
: willing to act in that capacity. 
“I believe that dances such as I pro­ 
pose would result in keeping the young 
folks away from worse place's. Hun­ 
dreds of young girls and boys have 
learned to dance at church dancing 
schools and elsewhere and are just .as 
wild 
to 
dance as the children 
of 
wealthier persons, but they have no 
chance to do so. 
If you want proof of I 
how popular my plan will prove, just 
follow the first hand organ you see and 
watch the children dance on the side­ 
walk to the music. 
You will see girls 
14 and 15 years old dancing to popular 
airs. Their older brothers and sisters 
are just as anxious for an opportunity 
to dance. 
My idea is to substitute the 
public dances for the free concerts in 
the park, or so arrange them that they 
can be held on the asphalt pavement 
surrounding the park. 
The music 
could be furnished by Holden’s band, 
which is hired to give the free con­ 
certs.” 
Chief Murphy will endeavor to have 
his plan put into operation. The police­ 
men, who expect that they will have to 
perform extra duty in keeping the 
crowds in order, are not in favor of the 
scheme.

Among many strange applications 
for permission to enter the army re­ 
ceived by Secretary Alger at Wash­ 
ington is one from a Frenchman at 
Brussels, who suggests that the “citi­ 
zen 
minister"

at Brussels to give him "a free cost 
ticket and an indemnity of passage" to 
America, says the New York Times. In 
mentioning his qualifications for mili­ 
tary strvice he says, ‘‘I have visited 
the immense mainland discovered by 
Christopher 
Columbus, 
front 
south 
even to the Dominion of Canada, and 
before to come back to Europe I have 
sojourned about three months in New 
York." 
He admits that Frenchmen have a 
bad reputation in America, “made 
without reason by certain newspaper 
writers that not rise my admiration 
and my good sentiments with regard 
to the United States.” In spite of this, 
he declares, there are in America "nu­ 
merous persons who know well France, 
who always chant her, who always 
greet her. 
“I am 38 years old,” he says, “and 
experimented 
In full strength 
and 
health and believe me able to become, 
no another Lafayette, but a distin­ 
guishing soldier.” He supports his plea 
by quoting a poem by John Jerome 
Rooney, in which France is praised. 
Another application is from a bur­ 
glar serving a term in the Missouri 
penitentiary, who says that members 
of his “profession” are brave men, who 
have faced death too often in the prac­ 
tice of their occupation to fear “risk­ 
ing their lives in a nobler cause.” He 
Ingenuously adds, “We are accustomed 
to strict discipline and would not find 
garrison duty irksome as compared 
with our present status.”

Some o f th e Outlaw * T aken Prisoner* by 


Our Men — M e n a g e s D eceiv ed 


F ro m Gen. OU*. 


W ashington, July 27.—Three cable 
messages from General Otis were re­ 
ceived at the war department. Cue re­ 
ported another engagement with ban­ 
dits iii Cebu in which the American 
force was victorious. 
It bears date of 
Wednesday aud is as follows: 
“ Following from Cebu today: Ban- 
flits in the Cebu mountains are robbing 
and impressing the people of the coast 
towns. 
On Monday Lieutenant Moore, 
with a detachment of the Twenty-third 
infantry, while scouting in the mount­ 
ains, was tired upon from a strongly 
fortified position. 
One private was 
killed, name not given. 
No other cas­ 
ualties. 
The enemy’s loss was five ban­ 
dits killed and seven captured.” 
Another referred to the organization 
of the volunteer regiments in the Phil­ 
ippines, as follows: 
“ Bell has enlisted about 500 men. 
Wallace, still south, has about 400. 
Iiockett now is enlisting and has over 
400 applications, which are coming rn 
rapidly. Might raise here an additional 
regiment, exclusively volunteers.” 
Colonel Bell is in command of the 
Thirty-sixth infantry, and Colonel Wal­ 
lace of the Twenty-seventh. Colonel 
Lockett is in command of a cavalry 
regiment which is to be raised in the 
Philippines. 
The third dispatch said: 
“ The storm has abated. The Sher­ 
man has coaled and leaves today with 
all the troops of California. 
The Grant 
is being coaled aud leaves in about four 
days with the troops from North Da­ 
kota, Wyoming and Idaho. 
The Min- 
nesotas are preparing to leave on the 
Sheridan as soon as the transport can be 
unloaded and coaled. Other volunteer 
organizations will leave as soon as trans­ 
ports are available.” 
General Otis cabled to send the volun­ 
teers home as rapidly as possible, it 
being the desire of the president to have 
no delay in the matter. 
It was stated at the w ar department 
that the matter of organizing another 
regiment of volunteers in the Philip­ 
pines, in addition to the Thirty-sixth, 
Thirty-seventh and the cavalry regi­ 
ment, will be left entirely to the discre­ 
tion of General Otis, who is author­ 
ized to proceed with it.

N ew Y ork, July 27.—At the session 
of tee sub-committee of the United 
States industrial commission Roman 
Bubbler, chief of the boarding inspec­ 
tors of immigration at the barge office, 
testified that many persons came in the 
second cabin in order to avoid the rigid 
scrutiny at the burge office. He believed 
many of the new arrivals Had been 
coached as to their answers to questions 
put to them here. 
Dr. Lorenzo Ullo, legal adviser of the 
immigration bureau, said there was 
great difficulty in enforcing the laws 
owing to the many contradictions found 
in the statutes relative to immigration. 
A case in point was the law regarding 
criminals coming to this country, whom 
tile law requires shall be returned to the 
nation to which tiiey belong aud the 
port from which they came. Sometimes 
thejcrimiuai was an Oriental and came 
from Bremen. 
He thought the law 
should say such persons should simply 
not be permitted to land and the steam­ 
ship companies left to do with them as 
they believed best. 
Witness said that in none of the im­ 
migration laws was there an express 
provision for the deportation of con­ 
tract laborers. 
The laws of 1891 did 
so by implication and it was under this 
act that the department was working. 
The witness said he favored amend­ 
ing the law regarding contract labor­ 
ers so as to include any agreement to 
come here to work, not rigidly a con­ 
tract. 
Mrs. Virginia Stockier, the chief ma­ 
tron at the barge office, testified regard­ 
ing the treatment of enciente women 
arriving here. 
Of the 1,441 women ar­ 
riving during this month in that condi­ 
tion 52 were married at tile barge office, 
28 were admitted on appeal and the oth­ 
ers were found to be married womeu. 
Mr. Stockier said that there was an 
average of one marriage a day at the 
landing bureau. 
Thirty-one women ar­ 
rived who had been unfaithful to their 
hu-bundH, but except rn three cases 
they were permitted to laud. 
Mrs. Stuekler 
thought 
the 
laws 
should include un aet prohibiting the 
landing of girls brought here for im ­ 
moral purposes. 
There was no such 
prohibitum in the present laws. 
William Wei lie of the contract labor 
bureau, who was formerly president of 
the Amalgamated Association of Iron 
aud Steel Workers, said 50 jmt cent of 
all the cheap labor cowing here—Slo­ 
vaks, Polacks and Russian Poles—went 
to Pennsylvania, where they not only 
worked on railroads and in the mines, 
but entered into competition in the in­ 
dustrial centers in tile iron aud glass 
works. 
“It 
has 
been shown,” said Mr. 
Weihe, “ that the companies give the 
preference to foreigners, even wheu 
skilled American 
workmen offer to 
work for the same wages. 
In 1897 a 
tinplate mill at Harrisburg brought to 
this 
country 
two 
rollturners from 
Wales at $35 and $10 a week respect­ 
ively.” 
Dr. Egisto Rossi, chief of the Italian 
bureau at the barge office, said his bu­ 
reau was supported by the Italian gov­ 
ernment to suppress the padrone sys­ 
tem.

The millers of the United States, 
like its manufacturers generally, have 
made their banner record in the fiscal 
year 1899. While wheat, corn, oats, 
cornmeal, oatmeal, rye and in fact all 
lines of bread stuffs show a reduction 
in exportation by reason of the de­ 
creased demand abroad, flour alone 
shows an increase, and not only an in­ 
crease, but reaches the highest point 
in the history of flour exportation. For 
the fiscal year the total exportation 
of flour is over 18,(XX),OOO barrels, rep­ 
resenting over 80,000,000 bushels of 
wheat, w hile no preceding year in the 
history of our exportation shows as 
great an exportation of flour. While 
flour is not included with manufac­ 
tures in the general classification of 
the treasury bureau of statistics, being 
retained 
under 
the 
general 
term 
“breadstuffs," the fact that American 
labor and the results of American en­ 
terprise enter into its transition from 
wheat to flour, and thus prove advan­ 
tageous to labor and business enter­ 
prise, adds to the satisfaction with 
which Americans will note the steady 
grow th in the exportation of flour, even 
in the face of the reduced demand 
abroad for breadstuffs. 
The shortage in breadstuffs in other 
parts of the world in 1897 and 1898 
caused, as is w’ell knowm, a general ad­ 
vance in prices, and the better crops of 
the year just past resulted in lower 
prices aud less demand fo» our bread­ 
stuffs. This fact accounts for the re­ 
duction in our exportation in other 
lines of breadstuffs, and that flour ex­ 
ports should have continued to in­ 
crease in the face of the reduction in 
other lines is especially gratifying to 
those interested in seeing American 
labor participate as largely as possi­ 
ble in the protits of American exporta­ 
tions. 
The average price per bushel of 
wheat exported during the tiscal year 
1899 was 74.77 cents, and the average 
price per bushel for the wrheat exported 
in the form of flour was 87.67 cents, 
calculating that 
bushels of wheat 
are utilized in the production of a 
burrel of flour. This adds I*.9 cents to 
Hie amount of money received for each 
bushel of wheat sent abroad in this 
form, thus bringing to American in­ 
dustry over $ 10,0(Kl,OOO during the year 
as a compensation to the enterprise 
which transformed the 80,000,000 bush­ 
els of grain into the 18,(XX),(XX) barrels 
of flour exported. 
The exportation of flour from the 
United States bas made its chief de­ 
velopment since 1875. 
Prior to that 
date American millers followed tlie old 
process of 1800 in the manufacture of 
flour, while European millers were ex­ 
perimenting with and bringing to suc­ 
cess the modern roller mill methods. 
As a result, the foreign flour trade of 
the United States met with serious re­ 
verses during the period from 1850 to 
1875, European consumers preferring 
to buy the wheat and themselves trans­ 
form it into flour by their new process, 
which the millers of the United States 
had not then adopted. 
W riting of this period of depression 
in tile export trade of American flour, 
Mr. Charles A. Pillsbury says that 
"while our millers in 1864 sent 1,846,- 
(XX) barrels of flour to Great Britain 
rione, they sent in 1805 only 200,000 
barrels to all Europe," and that "while 
during tile Ave years ending with 1830 
ever 99 per cent of the value of wheat 
and flour exports was flour, in the 
Ave years 1870-5 only 27.8 per cent of 
wheat and flour exports w’as in flour." 
iu 1875 the exportations of w heat flour 
were 3,973,128 barrels; in 1880, 0,011,- 
419 barrels; in 1885, 10,048,145 barrels; 
In 1890, 12,231,711 barrels; in 1895, 15,- 
208,892 barrels, and in 1899 will be 
about 18,800,000 barrels, the exact fig­ 
ures having not yet been completed by 
the treasury bureau of statistics. 
While there Is a gratifying increase 
in the exportation of flour in every di­ 
rection. 
the most strongly marked 
grow’th Is toward the orient. The ex- 
jKirtations of flour to Hongkong in the 
year 1890 will considerably exceed 
1,000,000 barrels, while in 1889 the 
number was but 378,634. 
Flour for 
Hongkong 
goes 
mostly 
to 
China, 
though 
cousideiable 
quantities 
are 
shipped direct from Hongkong to Ja­ 
pan, the Philippines and various is­ 
lands of occauica. 
To Japan direct 
our exports of flour have grown from 
19,677 barrels In 1889 to about 225,000 
In 1899; to all Asia, from 418,353 
barrels in 1889 to about 1,750,(XX) 
barrels in 1899. 
To South America 
the growth has been less rapid, the 
total for 1880 being 1,068,167 barrels, 
while that for 1899 will be but a little 
more thau the figure of a decade ago. 
Germany, to which we sent but 13,009 
barrels of flour in 1889, takes in 1809

The 1809 Model W ill Mato rn Wind 
Ganr* and Greater Velocity. 
The bureau of ordnance at W ashing­ 
ton has stopped the manufacture of 
the Krag-Jorgensen gun of the 1898 
model, there being on hand an abun­ 
dance of guns of this type. The num­ 
ber ready for use at the Springfield 
armory and at the Benicia arsenal is 
about 55,000 to 00,000. 
The reason, 
however, for the issuing of orders 
stopping any further manufacture of 
those guus is that the department Is 
perfecting a type of gun that will be 
far superior to that now in use. 
Ac­ 
cording to the New York Sun, the new 
1899 model will be an Improvement In 
every way. 
The sight will be provid­ 
ed with a wind gauge, and the gun 
will have a greater velocity, the sight 
being 
graduated 
to 
2,200 feet. as 
against 2.000 feet in the gun now In 
use. 
The work of experiment and in­ 
vestigation with reference to the new 
gun is nearly completed, and it is ex­ 
pected that the manufacture of the 
new small arm will begin within a 
short time. 
Tho new volunteer army will be sup­ 
plied with the Krag-Jorgenseu rifle of 
the 1898 type. 
It is the same kind of 
gun as the regular troops use and has 
a velocity of 2,000 feet. 
Only smoke­ 
less powder ammunition will be fur­ 
nished the volunteer regiments. 
The 
value of target practice for the recruits 
has caused the ordnance department 
to make extra effort to provide ranges 
at the different rendezvous. 
At each 
of the places named there are facilities 
for target practice, but the departmeut 
has found that it is necessary to sup­ 
ply in many cases range material to 
put the rauges in proper shape for 
use. 
Accordingly orders were issued 
recently to officers of the ordnance de­ 
partment directing that the ranges be 
put In proper shape as soon as possi­ 
ble.

D E S T R O Y IN G OLD CARS. 


V o l a n E a s y T h in s * t o D o — T r a i n # 
W r e c k e d D a i l y . 
The American C ar an d Foundry com ­ 
pany has lately bought 13,000 sm all 
wooden coal cars from the Lehigh Val­ 
ley railroad. These used to be run over 
the line, as well as tile Philadelphia 
and Heading and other coal carrying 
roads, but are too small for present 
uses, and they have had to be discard ­ 
ed for cars better adapted to present 
traffic conditions. 
They were accord­ 
ingly so ld -to the C ar and Foundry com ­ 
pany for scrap, each ca r containing a p ­ 
proxim ately two and a half tons of 
scrap, not counting the wheels and 
axles. 
T he com pany has also got hold 
of 3.000 box cars whic h it was desire^ 
tc> break up, says T he M anufacturer. 
Accordingly a piece of ground several 
acres in ex ten t w as leased near Detroit 
ami 125 men were set to work tit recov­ 
ering the serai) from these cars. P o rt­ 
able track s were laid down, a derrick 
w as erected, sh ears for cutting cold 
iron were provided and a whole w reck­ 
ing plant w as fitted up- 
At first it w as 
the Intention of tin com pany to turn 
the cars over to the Poles aud such 
o th er people as m ight desire the priv­ 
ilege, giving them all the wood they 
m ight get for the tearing down of the 
cars. 
Tills plan w as not successful, 
however, because it w as soon discover­ 
ed th at the wrec kers were taking more 
iron- worth from half a cent to I cent 
a pound—than w as desirable, and so 
tile process of burning the cars was 
adopted. 
W henever it is possible to do this 
the body of the car is lifted from the 
tru ck s and sw ung over to the c re m a ­ 
tion pile*. 
In tile case of the coal ca rs 
they will not sep a rate so conveniently. 
Accordingly a train of IO or 15 cars is 
m ade up. 
T hen a locomotive a d ju sts 
Itself, w ithout coupling, to this train, 
and w ith a good sta rt tile train is sent 
at great speed out on one of the port­ 
able tracks. 
W hen at full headw ay. 
tile train is abandoned by the locomo­ 
tive, and tile cars go pell rued to the 
wreck heap, piling one on top of the 
other four and five deep. 
It is a ver­ 
itable railw ay wreck, contrived Inten­ 
tionally ami for a purpose. 
Those In 
charge of the work say they can d e­ 
stroy about IOO cars a day, but th a t it 
will probably be November or Decem ­ 
ber lie fore tile work is completed.

new milling p rocess the kernel is de­ 
germed before m anufacture into flour 
or meal or other food products. 
I his 
little germ, containing the life prop­ 
erties of the corn kernel, also con­ 
tains a rancid oil that taints and gives 
an unw holesom e flavor to corn food 
products w hen uot removed, says a 
C hadron dispatch to the Chicago Inter 
Ocean. 
The crude oil Is thus throw n 
on to the corn millers In large quanti 
ties, and until this discovery they have 
had no method for successfully trea t 
ing, hence It w as valueless because of 
Its rancid nature. 
Mrs. Em m a C. Sickles, now a tten d ­ 
ing the Domestic Science laboratory ’n 
W ashington city, discovered a way to 
trea t It with the soil off her farm In 
D awes county. 
After several m ouths 
tim e she applied for a putent, which 
w as granted a few days ago, since 
which she has closed contracts with 
several down east corn milling con­ 
cerns for the use of the soil iu carlot! 
to be used in the trea tm e n t of the 
crude oil.

She will go to C hadron In a 
few days to personally oversee the 
shipping of the soil.

CURIO US WAR CLAIM. 


C o lo r a d o S o ld ie r W o n t# Poy F o r o 
C rop H e C o a id Not H a r v e st. 
T he treasury departm ent a t W ash­ 
ington has Just passed upon one of 
the most curious w ar claims ever pre­ 
sented. 
The claim ant enlisted in the 
T hird 
Colorado cavalry 
In 
August, 
1804. 
H e m akes affidavit the colonel 
who enlisted him promised at the time 
th a t he should be given a furlough to 
harvest his crops. The soldier was not 
perm itted to return to his farm, and 
hts crops w ere lost. 
Therefore, he 
claimed, the governm ent should reim ­ 
burse him. 
The statem ent giving the 
value of the crop aud the am ount of 
the claim is unique, says the St. Louis 
Glol»e-Democrat. 
It reads: 
“ Sixty a cres of wheat, 50 bushels 
per acre, m aking 3,000 bushels, at IO 
cants per pound, $18,OOO; 22 acres of 
corn, 20 bushels to the acre, m aking 
420 bushels, a t 18 cents per pound,

I Ion t all my clothes, gun and equipage

acted doctor an d carried w a te r for the 
wounded. 
In this capacity I w as fre­ 
quently subjected to a rain of bullets. 
Poor niggers, so m any 
wounded! 
“It w asn’t long before I took a pair 
of shoes from a dead man, a hat from 
a nigger, a gun from another, and then 
went into it. 
I could -write for a week 
trying to describe the battle. Colonel 
Funston w ent w ith 
me 
across the 
river. Bill T rem bly and I sw am with 
the rope. O thers followed in a boat, 
tut the boat sank in the middle of the 
river, and dow n w ent our guns and 
everything we had. I sw am out and 
saved two men from drowning. 
I was 
in the w ater for an hour. Will tell you 
all about it w hen I come home. Over 
2,000 men w atched us swim the river 
right up to the insurgent trenches and 
tie the rope before they knew it, aud 
then I thought I w as gone. 
We sw am 
the river ju st a t noon. 
It took 45 m in­ 
utes. I hit a nigger w ith a hunk of 
mud, and you ought to have seen him 
go. The colonel called for volunteers, 
and no one seemed to care to go. 
‘Just another 
little 
reference. 
A 
bridge set afire by the Insurgents was 
to be saved if possible, aud we had 
just about com pleted the task when 
the niggers opened fire, and 20 of the 
Kausas boys w ent down all aro u n d me. 
I didn’t receive a scratch. 
Five fell in 
Company It. 
W e charged them, and 
when we quit niggers were piled up 
all around us. 
We ran up to their 
trenches aud used the bayonets. 
This 
Is only one of a dozen fights o f the 
same character. 
I ain certainly very 
fortunate. These niggers ca n ’t hit me. 
They have tried it for four months, 
duriug which tim e hardly a day passed 
that we have not been under fire. 
I 
think my old gun has sent a few’ nig­ 
gers to roost.”

unsheathed 
bottoms, too 
m any other qualities were sacrificed, 
and they are now 
being altered 
to 
remedy this defect. 
The Denver and 
her sister ships are designed for a speed 
of 1 6 ^ knots, but will make 17 knots 
when pushed, while the Raleigh and 
the C incinnati were designed for a 
speed of 19 knots. 
The former will be 
able to m aintain the designed speed 
practically indefinitely, while the la t­ 
ter could scarcely m ain tain a speed of 
I") knots, and that w ith an excessive 
consum ption of coal. 
The guns will all be designed foi 
smokeless powder, and the 5 inch guns 
will be more ♦ fteetive than the old type 
of 6 inch guns. 
The wood m aterial 
used in the construction of the hull will 
be reduced to a m inim um . 
All the 
bulkheads on the gun and berth decks 
will be of metal, and they will each be 
fitted w ith a pilothouse en the spar 
deck

ing floor or pavem ent aud prevent the 
rough elem ent from interfering with 
the dancers.
